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ARMS AROUND THE WORLD 


By JAMES T. NICHOLS 


The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion not only girdles the globe, but it 
puts its great arms around the world 
and hugs it to its bosom. 

No other institution is so beneficial 
to young men. It fills foreign coun- 
tries, which are deserts to American 
young men, with oases. I have been 
“at home” in great Y. M. C. A. build# 
ings in Tokio, Osaka and Kobe, Japan; 
jn Manila; in Hongkong, Canton and 
Shanghai, China; in Dalny, Manchu- 
ria—to say nothing of cities in: Eu- 
rope and other countries. Here young 
men always find a hearty welcome, 
and the secretaries are always glad 
to assist strangers in getting located 
at good, clean hotels. In fact, very 
many of the Y. M. C. A. buildings are 
prepared to furnish meals and lodging 
to members who come from afar. 

It is hardly necessary to say at the 
beginning that every young man 
should become a member of the Y. M. 
Cc, A. in his own locality. Men of 
means, too, can not find a more prof- 
itable investment in the way of bene- 
ficial helpfulness than in giving most 
liberal and hearty support to the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 

For the first time in history, the 
Y. M. C. A. is duly recognized in war. 
It is almost as necessary as the mu- 
nitions of war and the Red Cross. The 
British leaders saw its influence and 
power at the outbreak of the war, 
and the Red Triangle is known and 
loved on the battlefields of every 
country in the war zone. One of the 
highest British war officials says this 
institution has done more to keep the 
soldiers clean and healthy than have 
the sanitary regulations. It has done 
more to keep them happy and con- 
tented than any other thing. 

The Y. M. C. A. huts are found at 
the front where the land has been 
plowed up by shell fire. More than a 
dozen of these huts have been so near 
the front that the shells of the enemy 
utterly destroyed them. 

A gentleman told the writer of these 
lines that in one case that he knew of, 
only twelve hours after a town in 
northern France had been taken from 
the enemy, a_Y. M. C. A. hut was es- 
tablished in the basement of a ruined 
building, and was disbursing hot choc- 
olate to the weary soldiers as they 
came back from the battle-line. 

It is the Y. M. C, A. that helps the 
wives and sweethearts, fathers and 
Mothers of the imperiled ones, at 
home. It is in the huts that the boys 
are made to think of home, and on 
the tables are paper, envelopes, pens, 
ink and pencils furnished free, and 





the boys are urged to write a line 





home. In thousands of cases, the sec- 
retaries write the letters for the boys. 

At first the Indian government re- 
fused to allow the Y. M. C. A. men 
to work among their troops, on the 
ground that this is a religious institu- 
tion, and they wished*no foreign reli- 
gion taught to their troops. Thru the 
influence and wisdom of an American 
secretary, they were allowed to assist 
the men from India in the way of 
writing letters for them, etc., and now 
the Y. M. C. A. is invited by the Indian 
government to allow the Y. M. C. A. 
men to work with their troops, and 
without any restrictions whatever. 

Even the Italians were hostile to the 
organization at the outbreak of the 
war, but now the Y. M. C. A. is invited 
by the Italian authorities to open their 
huts and carry on their work inside 
the war zone of the Italian army. The 
same is practically true of every na- 
tion among’ the allies. No wonder that 
John R. Mott said this 1s the greatest 
opportunity that has ever come to the 
Y. M,C. A, 

Not only are all foreign leaders of 
various religions, and the Catholics, 
enthusiastic about this work, but 
many of them are supporting it with 
their money. The Jews, too, are not 
behind the others, and are giving mon- 
ey in large amounts for the Y. M. C. A. 
work in the army and navy. 


But, you may ask what the Ameri- 


can Y. M. C. A. is doing and planning 
to do for our boys who are crossing 
the Atlantic, to do their bit in mak- 
ing democracy safe. The answer to 
this question is one of the most en- 
couraging features of the war for all 
who profess Christianity. 

“Because the Young Men’s Christian 
Association is prepared by experience, 
approved methods and assured re- 
sources to serve especially the troops 
in camp and field; because the results 
obtained are so beneficial and bear 


such a direct relation to efficiency, 
and because this organization has 
demonstrated its ability to render a 


service desired by officers and men, 
on April 27th President Wilson signed 
an executive order, giving official rec- 
ognition to this movement as a valu- 
able adjunct and asset to the service,” 
says one of the bulletins. 

This order provides for the erection 
and maintenance of Y. M. C. A. build- 
ings on military reservations, for the 
social, physical, intellectual, and mor- 
al welfare of enlisted men. These 
buildings are furnished with light and 
heat, and commanding officers are en- 





joined to provide all proper facilities 
practical to aid the association, ar- 
range sites, supply’ transportation, 
care for and police the tents and 
grounds, and accord credited secre- 
taries privilege of purchase of sup- 
plies from the quartermaster’s de- 
partment, etc. 

These Y. M. C. A. secretaries wear 
the uniform of a soldier, and each one 
really operates a miniature theater, an 
athletic park, a music hall, club house, 
small-sized college, and cafeteria, with 
hot chocolate, sandwiches, jam, honey, 
fruits and candies on sale. A Y. M. C. 
A. hut is a combination of all these. 
While religious services are held, no 
one is compelled or even under obliga- 
tions to attend unless they choose to 
do so. ¥ 

The steamship upon which I went 
to France carried twenty-nine of these 
men to their work as secretaries. 
There were also five women going to 
assist in the work. Of the men, eight 
were preachers, six were teachers 
from colleges, a half dozen were regu- 
lar Y. M. C. A, secretaries, and others 
were business and professional men. 
They were as fine a bunch of men as 
you could find, and I almost felt that 
I was one of them. They held daily 
conferences and discussed the work 
they were expected to do. Two of 
them had already seen service in the 
army on the Mexican border, and were 
able to enlighten the others on many 
things. All studied French for a cou- 
ple of hours every day, and all were 
busy almost every minute each day— 
that is, after the period of seasickness 
was over. ‘ 

The first sight that meets our boys 
as they land “somewhere in France’ 
is a building upon which are large let- 
ters, “Y. M. C. A.” As soon as they 
are landed, the secretaries are among 
them, ministering to their wants, in- 
viting them to the big hut, where they 
can write a letter home. At a very 
early date after landing, the boys are 
taken to the great training camp, 
which is many miles from the port. A 
special railroad has been built straight 
from port to camp. 

At camp and toward the front many 
huts are already built, and being used 
by the hundreds already in training. 
Already a weekly paper, called the 
“High Flyer,” is published each week, 
and its appearance is looked forward 
to with great eagerness. Ordinary con- 
tributions are received from the men. 

In one issue of the “High Flyer,” the 
editorial was as follows: 





“Cheer up; the best is yet to be. 
‘The last of life for which the first 
was made.’ The words of a famous 
poet are the keys to this editorial. 
They have a double meaning to us. 
This life is hard, maybe. There are 
hardships specific and  unpoetical, 
hours are long, beds are hard, and we 
are not pampered as we once were. 
But remember France has had three 
long years of war. She has borne 
much, and we must bear a lot. Then 
the end of our endeavors—the glori- 
ous achievements we came over to 
do! They call for the sacrifice of 
easier things. Then we are here to 
make easier for you your physical, 
moral and spiritual life. 

“Ahead, too, are the glorious days 
of peace, world democracy, friendship 
between nations, our homes saved to 
a guaranteed civilization, which days 
are the ones for which these days are 
made. Cheer up! Smile! You're do- 
ing your bit!” P 

The Paris edition of the New York 
Herald, which is published for the 
army and navy, has a Y. M. C. A. page 
once each week. This is a single sheet, 
and opposite the Y. M. C. A. page is a 
summary of the week’s news boiled 
down. If I am correctly informed, 
this is. the Herald’s contribution to 
the Y. M. C. A. in the army. This is a 
great contribution, for it keeps the 
boys in touch with the world. 

The Y. M. C. A. is therefore a world 
agency for good. It helps the home- 
sick and troubled men at the front. 
It is the friend and guide and comfort 
of the soldier. No expense is too great 
to keep the young men right mentally, 
morally and spiritually. In the trench- 
es there are no atheists these days, 
and the Y. M. C. A. helps to keep the 
faith, Men may be swearing more, 
but they are praying more. War is the 
beast that can not be hunted by confi- 
dence—it must be hunted to death. 

While this is being done, our young 
men are exposed to the greatest temp- 
tations and perils in existence. Today 
it is said there are five thousand Brit- 
ish soldiers in the hospitals in Paris 
alone, suffering from disease not 
caused by the war, and which the Y. 
M. C. A, keeps many a man from fall- 
ing into. It will do no good for us to 
pray that our boys may be kept from 
temptation if we do nothing to help 
answer such a prayer. 

Around every young man at the 
front must be thrown the great, lov- 
ing arms of the Young Men's Christian 
Association. It will help them to come 
back home clean, and this will make 
all America, yea, all the world, proud 
of them.

The Farmer and the War. 


Several correspondents have sent us 
clippings of an article which has been 
appearing in the Chicago and other 
city papers, based upon a statement 
made by EF. D. Hurlbert, of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust Company, of 
Chicago. Among other things, Mr. 
Hurlbert said: 

‘The one weak spot in the situation 
is the attitude of farmers. They will 
neither buy Liberty bonds, pay taxes, 
sell their produce, or fight. I have 
asked many out-of-town bankers who 
have called here, about farmers pay- 
ing taxes, and I have Jearned of but 
one instance in which a farmer has 
paid an income tax. They have profit- 
ed {:ruout the entire period of the war, 
but are unwilling to help the govern- 


ment in any of the four ways men- 
tioned. The controller of the trea- 
sury has estimated the gross income 


of the United States to be about. $40,- 
000,900,000. Of this, he estimates farm 
produce and animals to bring a gross 
revenue of about $17,000,000,000. The 
farmers, according to this estimate, 
are getting 42% per cent of the coun- 
try's income, and giving nothing out 
of it. It is left for the government 
to raise taxes and sell its bonds to the 


remaining 573% per cent, while the 
class which as a whole has profited 
most escapes any burden. 


“The farmer has been pampered by 
politicians until he seems to feel him- 
self in a preferred class, and, as I 
said, he doesn’t want to buy Liberty 
bonds, he doesn’t want to fight, and 
he avoids his income tax. It is about 
time the farmer should appreciate his 
position in the country, and help do 
his part in a war as much for his ben- 
efit as for those who are putting up 
the money and doing the fighting for 
him.” 

This is a sample of what 
said in almost every city in the coun- 
try, and it represents the attitude of 
many of our most important daily pa- 
pers. The unfortunate thing about it 
is that many readers of such papers, 
who have no knowledge of the actual 
situation, believe what they read and 
hear concerning the farmer; and after 
a time is likely to bring about a sit- 
vation which will be most perilous to 
the country.

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If the truth pen site known, we be- 
lieve it would show that in proportion 
to population there are more farm boys 
in the army and navy of the United 
States than boys who come from the 
towns and cities. The people in the 
cities, especially of the east, have 
done a lot of talking about the war, 
but the boys on the farms have done 
the enlisting. The difficulty has been, 
not to get them to enlist, but to keep 
them on the farms where they are so 
urgently needed, 

When the United States entered the 
war, the farmers were the first large 
class of citizens appealed to. They 
were told by the administration, from 
the president down, that upon them 
rested the great responsibility of feed- 
ing the fighters. They were told that 
it was just as patriotic to work in the 
fields as to carry a gun. Meetings 
were held all over the country, and 
the farmer was urged to speed up pro- 
duction. Famine was predicted; and 
while the farmer was working eighteen 
hours a day to avert it, the speculators 
in the cities were taking advantage of 
these ill-considered statements and 
making their millions. 

The phrase “your patriotic duty” has 
been hurled at the farmer from every 
direction. Almost every speech made 
by the members of the adm/imistration, 
and for a time almost all of the print- 
ed matter sent out—and goodness 
knows there has been enough of it— 
has begun with this phrase. A perfect 
wave of hysteria has swept over the 
cities, beginning at Washington, D. C., 
and the farmer has been so bombard- 
ed with instructions as to what he 
should do and what he should not do, 
and what his clear “patriotic duty” is, 
that he wonders sometimes if every- 
body else in the country has gone 
med. The fact of the matter is that 
the farmers are about the only class 
that have kept their heads and have 
gone right on doing what the others 
were mostly talking about without 
doing. 

Perhaps it is true that the farmer 
has not taken as many Liberty bonds 
as his potential wealth justifies him 
in taking. If so, it has not been be- 
cause of any lack of patriotism on his 
part. It must be remembered that 
campaigns such as those which have 
been conducted to sell Liberty bonds 
in the cities are not very practical in 
the country. In the cities, people can 
get together at noon lunches and re- 
port on the progress of the campaign 
and stir up enthusiasm, which makes 
it comparatively easy to enlist other 


people. This can not be done in the 
country. City people also have a bet- 


ter understanding of bonds than people 
in the country. They have more active 
banking arrangements, carry more 
cash on hand, and have no dif- 
ficulty in arranging with their banks 
to borrow forthe purpose of buying 
the bonds. In fact, in most cities the 
banks are carrying their customers 
who wish to buy bonds, and charging 
them only the rate of interest which 
the bond yields. It is easy to organ- 
ize these things in the cities, but diffi- 
cult in the country. City people also 
understand very well that they can sell 
the bonds on the market on any busi- 
ness day of the year. Many city peo- 
ple who are taking great credit to 
themselves for having subscribed for 
the bonds have no intention of holding 


them. They will quickly sell them 
on the market, and they will gradually 
drift inte the hands of the wealthy 


people who are accustomed to invest- 








ments of this sort. 

We do not mean by 
farmer should not buy 
bonds. On the contrary, we believe he 
should. We believe everyone should 
have a share in this loan. What we 
have said is more with a view to ex- 
plaining why the bonds have not been 
purchased so liberally by the farmers 
as they have in the cities. 

As to the income tax matter, a Chi- 
cago banker is not very good author- 
ity on the number of farmers who are 
paying income tax, nor on the number 
who ought to pay it. There are, of 
course, a great many farmers scat- 
tered over the country, whose incomes 
have been sufficiently large to bring 
them within the provisions of the in- 
come tax law, but this number is in- 
significant compared with the total 
number of farmers. Under the new in- 
come tax law, the number of farmers 
who must pay will be very largely in- 
creased, but the returns under this new 
law are not yet due. 

The absurdity of the figures quoted 
by Mr. Hurlbert, and especially of the 
application he makes of them, is so 


this that the 
these Liberty 





evident that his statements are not 
worthy of serious attention. 

When the cost of this war has final- 
ly been met, and the accounts are bal- 
anced, we suspect it will be found that 
in this, as in all past wars, the farmer 
has borne the heavy burden. Some- 
one has said that the farmers never 
begin a war but must always finish it. 
We believe this will be true of the 
present war. People who are best in- 
formed concerning the entire situation 
say that upon the farmers of the (‘n- 
ted States more than upon any other 
one class of people depends the suc- 


cessful prosecution of this war. Dur- 
ing the next year, the greatest contri- 
bution the United States can make 
will be in the way of foodstuffs. It is 


very necessary that we should raise a 
large army, and it is necessary that 
we should give it the very best equip- 
ment to do its part on the battlefields 
of Kurope, when we get it over there. 
But for the next six months at least, 
our foodstuffs will be worfh more to 
the allies in Europe than our army, 
and this is no time for hysterical bank- 
ers and politicians to abuse the farmer. 

Our correspondence indicates that 
the farmers are getting very sick and 
tired of being yelled at by every Tom, 
Dick and Harry who thinks he is sav- 
ing the country.

A Sample of Price Fixing 


The coal situation at the present 
time gives us an example ‘of what 
unintelligent price fixing by the goy- 
ernment can do to disorganize an in- 
dustry. A couple of months since, the 
fuel administration announced coal 
prices which would prevail for differ. 
ent sections of the country. At once 


the whole industry was thrown into 
confusion. The prices fixed were ade- 
quate for some mines, but were too low 
to permit other mines to operate. Ag 
a result coal has become exceedingly 
difficult to get, and in many sections 
prices have advanced very much. Pro- 
duction has decreased, and there will 
be much suffering for lack of fuel, 
The fuel administrator has threatened 
to take over and operate the coal mines 
if necessary, which of course will 
mean a still further advance in price, 
and still greater hardship upon poor 
people. 

High prices are the result of de- 
creased production or increased con- 
sumption, or both. The obvious cure 
is decreased consumption and _ in- 
creased production. The arbitrary low- 
ering of prices encourages consump- 
tion and discourages production. 

The more the government fools with 
prices of the principal commodities, 
the worse off we will be. The only 
possible justification for government 
price fixing is for the purpose of stim- 
ulating production, by assuring the 
producer a fair price for his product. 





The Weather and the Yield 
of Potatoes 


Professor J. Warren Smith, of the 
United States Weather Bureau, has 
done some excellent work in determin- 
ing the relation between weather and 
the yields of different crops. When 
working with potatoes and weather, 
he found in the state of Ohio, during 
the past fifty-four years, that an abun- 
dant rainfall from June 11th to July 
10th, combined with a low temperature 
from June 21st to July 20th, was un- 
usually favorable to a good potato 
yield. It also helped to have cool, 
moist weather during the rest of the 
summer, but late June and early July 
seemed to be the most important peri- 
od of all. In Iowa, where we plant 
rather more early potatoes than they 
do in Ohio, we rather suspect that the 
critical period is a week or two earlier 
than just stated. 

Under corn belt conditions we rath- 
er suspect that cool, moist weather 
during June and the first week in July 
is more important than anything else. 
There is a possibility hat cool, moist 
weather during April and early May 
may be somewhat of a disadvantage, 
but, one year with another, the con- 
trolling factors of the potato crop in 
the corn belt, so far as weather is con- 
cerned, are temperatures several de- 
grees below normal in June and early 
July, together with an inch or two 
more rainfall than usual during these 
months. However, if the weather is 
unusually cool, a normal or even 4 
sub-normal amount of rain may 40 
very nicely. If there is an abundance 
of moisture, a temperature one or two 
degrees above normal may do no great 
harm. 

The critical period for potatoes, 43 
with mdst crops, is at the time of blos- 
soming. Early potatoes, planted in 
late April, are ordinarily in bloom in 
late June. Late potatoes plante 
about June 1st, are not in bloom until 
late August. One year with another, 
our weather is cooler and moister im 
late June than it is in late August. 
It would seem, therefore, that our early 
potato crop, as a rule, has a_ better 
chance for a heavy yield than the late 
potato crop. Of course, in the real 
potato sections of the north and west, 
the problem is altogether different. 
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Give to the Army Y. M. C. A. 


During the past eight months, we 
nave given a great deal of attention 
to the work of the Army Y. M. C. A.; 
and the more we learn of it and see 
of it, the more impressed we are with 
its great value. Last spring, when a 
state of war was declared, the Inter- 
national Y. M. C, As Committee called 
together one hundred men from the 
yarious states of the Union, and con- 
stituted a war council. These men met 
in New York, studied the situation 
very carefully, and decided that to 
take care of our boys who would be 
called to the colors, the Y. M. C._A. 
should raise a fund of not less than 
$3,000,000. The work of organization 
and raising this fund was begun at 
once; but before it was completed it 
was found necessary to increase the 
amount to $5,000,000. Preparations for 
war had moved faster than was anti- 
cipated at the first meeting. Most of 
this fund was raised by the middle of 
July. 

About a month ago, a second meet- 
ing of the War Council was held in 
New York. At this meeting, reports 
were received from John R. Mott, the 
head of the International Y. M. C. A., 
who has been in all of the nations en- 
gaged in the war, and who is a mem- 
ber of the special commission sent to 
Russia by President Wilson. Others 
who reported were Sherwood Eddy, 
who had just returned Trom France; 
Mr. Crossett, the well-known shoe 
manufacturer, who has set aside his 
own business for the length of the 
war and is giving his whole time to the 
Army Y. M. C. A. work, and several 
other men who have been on the firing 
line. 

After these reports were received, 
the members of the War Council deter- 
mined that, to adequately take care of 
the necessary work of the Army Y. M. 
Cc. A., a fund of at least $35,000,000 
must be raised by December ist. Of 
this fund, something over $11,000,000 
will be used for the “Y” work with the 
army in the United States. Over $11,- 
000,000 will be needed for our own 
boys in France. About $3,000,000 will 
be used for the work with the Russian 
army; $1,000,000 for work with the 
Italian army; several millions for work 
in the French army, and over $1,000,- 
000 for work in the prison camps. Since 
the New York meeting, organization 
for the campaign has been going for- 
ward, and it is hoped to raise all of 
this money during the week beginning 
November 11th. 

We have been in touch with the 
‘work of the Y. M. C. A. in war for 
three years. During the past eight 
months we have given almost half of 
our time to it. We wish to say in the 
most emphatic way possible that in 
our opinion there is no money whic@ 
the people of the United States can 
give which will count for so much, and 
not alone for the boys in the army but 
for the people back home, as the mon- 
ey given to this Army Y. M. C. A. work. 
Personal letters we have received from 
friends in training camps at various 
points confirm us in this. The boys 
themselves say there is nothing which 
means as much to them as the Y."M. 
C. A. in the camp. 

The Y. M. C. A. furnishes the one 
Movement which is thoroly organized 
to safeguard our boys and bring them 
back clean and wholesome. At each 
army camp it erects buildings and 
tents, to be used by the men in the 
organization. At Camp Dodge, for ex- 
ample, there are five such buildings 
now in operation, and five others that 
will soon be conipleted. These build- 
ings offer the nearest thing to home 
Conditions which the boys will see un- 
til this war is over. They furnish a 
Place where the boys can enter when 
they are off duty, where they can 
write letters home, where they can 
find books and papers to read, music, 
entertainment of all sorts, lectures, 
Study classes, and everything of that 
kind. With each building are five Y. 
M. C. A. secretaries, who divide up 
the work, and whose sole job it is to 
- mg themselves useful to the soldier 
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When the period of training is past 
and our boys start for the front, the 
Y. M. C. A. goes right with them. The 
last thing the soldier sees as he goes 
into the first-line trenches is the Y. 

-\. A. hut or dug-out. In our issue 
of this week, we tell something of 
this work at the front.

The Price of Corn 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“What do you think about the price 
of corn during the next six months? 
There is so much talk about price fix- 
ing of all sorts that the average farm- 
er is afraid to move in any direction.” 

If we had any knowledge as to the 
trend of corr prices, we woukd be glad 
to share it with our readers, but we 
have none. Evidently we are going to 
have a large crop of corn, but in our 
opinion not so large as the governe 
ment has been estimating. In some 
sections there will be a large amount 
of soft corn, and in practically all sec- 
tions of the corn belt there will be 
some soft cori, more than most people 
seem to think. The corn this year 
never caught up, and the final frosts 
caught a great deal of it, and will 
make it light and chaffy. We have, 
however, a very considerable increase 
in acreage, and this should give us a 
large crop of corn. 

The shortage of wheat ought to con- 
siderably increase the amoun,z of corn 
used for human consumption; but this, 
after all, is insignificant. A more im- 
portant factor, probably, will be the 
decreased amount of corn used for live 
stock feeding. It is hard to estimate 
this. Undoubtedly, we have fewer 
hogs in the country just now than for 
many years past, and we can find no 
evidence of any considerable increase 
in the number of sows which will be 
bred during the next two months. The 
uncertainty as to what may be done 
with prices of live stock has made peo- 
ple hesitate about enlarging their 
breeding operations. 

It is possible, however, that a defi- 
nite policy may be announced by the 
Food Administration within a short 
time. Last week, a committee of pro- 
ducers met in Chicago to make a re- 
port to Mr, Hoover on the cost of 
hog production. It is possible that be- 





fore this issue of Wallaces’ Farmer 
reaches its readers, Mr. Hoover may 
be ready to announce a definite policy 
as to live stock prices. If he should 
do this, the situation will clear, and 
farmers may know what.to plan upon 
for their production next year. If there 
should be any considerable increase 
in the number of sows bred, that will 
require more corn for feeding purposes 
than would seem to be required just 
now, and this in turn should affect 
prices. 

There is also uncertainty as to 
whether the government will take any 
action toward fixing corn prices. There 
is no direct authority in the law for 
such action, but there is abundant in- 
direct authority. Several months ago, 
the Chicago Board of Trade fixed a 
limit of $1.28 per bushel for December 
corn, evidently in the fear that the 
price was likely to be advanced or the 
corn held. It is quite possible that the 
Board of Trade will from time to time 
itself undertake to regulate speculative 
corn prices, and this would of course 
influence corn prices thruout' the 
country. 

In the foregoing we have tried to 
present the various factors which are 
likely to influence the price of -corn 
this winter and next summer. If our 
readers can form any definite judg- 
ment as to the future, they ‘have the 
advantage of us. 


Lay In the Seed 


Referring to the October 1st report 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, there is a shortage this 
year in both clover and alfalfa seed. 
This was to be expected. Last winter 


Was very severe on clover and alfalfa 
thruout the corn belt, and alfalfa suf- 
fered even in the strictly alfalfa coun- 
try west of the Missouri river. The 
department estimates the condition of 
the clover seed crop October 1st to be 
71.3 per cent, as compared with 78.9 
per cent on October 1, 1916. The al- 
falfa seed crop is estimated to be 76 
per cent of a full crop, as compared 
with 88.3 per cent in 1916. 

This means that those who will lbe 
needing either clover or alfalfa seed 
next spring should arrange as soon as 
possible for their supply. Buy by sam- 
ple, first having the sample tested to 








Steer Profits 


Fat cattle began to ease off in price, 
as is customary after the middle of 
October. However, the average for 
fat steers during October was $15.80 
per cwt. As an average of the past 
ten Octobers, fat 1,300-pound steers 
have sold for the value of :1,000-pound 
feeders the preceding April, plus the 
value of 62.5 bushels of October corn. 
This year,. with 1,000-pound feeders 
costing around $79 in April, and with 
October corn at $1.96, the total cost

would be $201.50 for a 1,300-pound fat 
steer. The actual sélling price was 
$205.40, which would give a profit of 
$3.90. 

As to whether or not we are again 
in for another period of profit depends 
somewhat on -*governmental action. 
There is a chance of a temporary 
depression in the prices of catile dur- 
ing the next three months, but after 
that we should enter into a good gain 
period. 
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determine its purity, and especially its 
freedom from seed of obnoxious weeds. 

We should have a greatly enlarged 
acreage of both clover and alfalfa in 
the corn belt next spring. In addition 
to the damage from winter killing, 
there was a large acreage plowed up 
last spring and the fall before, and put 
to corn. These high grain prices are 
very attractive, and many farmers are 
disposed to sacrifice their rotation for 
a time. 

It should be remembered, however, 
that with the coming of peace there 
will be a severe drop in prices of 
grains. The markets of the world 
will be reopened, and any surplus that 
may exist in Australia, India and the 
wheat sections of Russia will be liber- 
ated. No one knows just when peace 
will come, but there seems every rea- 
son to believe that it can not be de- 
ferred for longer than two years. The 
corn belt farmer should plan with this 
in mind. He should not be caught 
with a greatly increased acreage of 
grain. To us, therefore, it seems a 
wise policy to reinstate the clover and 
alfalfa fields next sprinz; and the first 
step toward doing this is to secure the 
seed needed. 





Food Swindlers 


We have reports from several states 
to the effect that many housewives 
have been imposed upon by some 
smart and unscrupulous rascals who 
are going about the country asking 
housewives how much fruit they have 
in their cellars. These men claim that 
the government limits the supply of 
canned goods and other food which 
any householder may keep, and that 
they are authorized to take away the 
surplus above that. 

Of course they are swindlers, pure 
and simple. The government has not 
made any regulation as to the amount 
of food which may be kept by any 
household. On the contrary, the law 
has specifically exempted farmers 
from the provisons against hoarding. 
No one has any authority to ask any 
housewife what food she may have on 
hand, and certainly no authority to 
take any of it away from her. If men 
making inquiries of this sort appear 
in a neighborhood, the men folks 
should take them in custody and turn 
them over to the sheriff of the 
county. 





Crib Ventilators for Soft Corn 


The ordinary bushel of soft corn 
contains at least three or four quarts 
of water, which must be evaporated 
before it will really keep properly. 
Everyone knows that a large evapor- 
ating surface will cause moisture to 
pass more rapidly into the air than 
will a small surface. If No. 5 corn is 
shoveled into the ordinary corn crib, 
it will not lose its excess moisture as 
rapidly as tho there were ventilators 
of some sort running thru the middle 
of the crib, causing just about twice 
as much corn to become exposed to 
the air as otherwise would be the 
case, 

Many types of ventilators have been 
used with excellent success. Some 
men report good results with six or 
eight-inch tile laid lengthwise thru 
the center of the corn crib. In the 
case of a crib eight feet wide and 
eight feet high, one string of tile laid 
lengthwise thru the center, after three 
feet of corn has been put in, is about 
right. In the case of ten or twelve- 
foet cribs, however, it seems to be 
best to lay two strings of tile length- 
wise, and in the case of cribs more 
than eight feet high, there shouid be 
two strings for every three feet in 
depth of the corn. 

Two years ago, some of our readers 
complained that the tile method of 
ventilation seemed to cause some of 
the corn immediately around the tiles 
to spoil. One of these readers said 
that in his observation the use of old 
femce rails laid thru the corn seemed 
to be really more effective than drain 
tile. An even more perfect type of 
ventilator is made by nailing together 
boards in the shape of an inverted V. 

There are too many 120-day varie- 
ties of corm in the corn belt, and too 
many cribs ten and twelve feet wide. 
But with the situation as it is, we 
must do the best we can, and set our 
wits to work to make a type of venti- 
lator which will carry away the three 
or four quarts of excess water in ev- 
ery bushel without unduly spoiling the 
dry ‘matter in our corn. 
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Hog Profits 


While hogs nearly reached $20 early 
in October, they descended very rap- 
idly late in the month, and the final 
average was around $17.3 Corn av- 
eraged around $1.96, iain a ratio 
of about 8.8 bushels of corn to 100 
pounds of hog weight, as compared 
with a ten-year average of 11.1 bush- 
els. On a dollars-and-cents basis, Oc- 
tober hogs brought $4.46 less than 
they should have brought, using Octo- 
ber corn at $1.96 as a measure. Using 
a composite of corn prices for the past 
year, and giving the greater weight to 
corn fed during the past three months, 
we get a corn price of hogs of $19.30, 
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and Losses 


which would mean a loss of $2 per 
100 pounds instead of $4.46 with Octo- 
ber corn as a measure. 

Last month we said that it looked 
as tho a period of splendid hog profits 
would soon be here. We have not 
changed our opinion. However, each 
month that the period of profit is de- 
layed, just so much longer will that 
period be with us when it does come. 

The immediate future is more de- 
pendent on government action than 
on anything else. It would seem that 
the problem of governmental influence 
should be cleared up within another 
week or two. 
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Butter Profits and Losses 


Still no improvement in the butter- 
corn ratio! As an average. of the past 
ten Octobers, butter has sold for the 
value per pound of .432 of a bushel 
of corn; but this year butter brought 
only the value of .22 of a bushel of 
corn. Of course, corn is not the only 
measure of dairy profits, especially in 
unsettled times like these. Neverthe- 
less, the fact remains that the butter- 
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making farmer or the farmer selling 
butter-fat to the creamery, is not 
making normal profits. Every day 
more cows are sent to the butcher. 
Such liquidation will continue as long 
as the unfavorable corn-butter ratio 
continues. The moment peace comes, 
however, it will be good policy to be 
heavily loaded with good cows. Some 
day the dairyman will reap a harvest.

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CONSTRUCTION OF MOVABLE HOG HOUSES 


we a 


During the last several years, the 
Iowa Agricultural College has been 
making an intensive study not only of 
hog feeding but also of hog housing. 
Investigations along the latter line 
have included experiments with both 
the movable and the community type 
of houses. Each type has its advan- 
tages under certain conditions and its 
disadvantages under other conditions. 
A combination of the two types of 
houses—one permanent house supple- 
mented with several individual houses 
—is the system recommended as ideal 
by the college. 

After experimenting with different 
types of individual houses for a num- 
ber of years, sufficient data have been 
accumulated to enable the-experiment- 
ers to recommend certain types, and 
to give rather complete instructions 
for building them. As this informa- 
tion is of general interest to hog 
breeders, we are publisRing this ma- 
terial in a number of successive ar- 
ticles, each of which will be confined 
to a certain type of house which the 
college has found practical and which 
it cam recomimend. 

Advantages of the movable 
are pointed out as follows: The loca- 
tion of it may be changed whenever 
desired; isolation may be secured 
quickly and conveniently; sanitation 
fs provided; construction is simpli- 
fied; they are more practical and eco- 
nomical for beginners and owners of 
small herds: they are adapted to the 
renter; artificial heat in a few pens 
is easily provided; fire risk is less- 
ened, and they are desirable supple- 
ments to the centralized house. 

On the other hand, certain 
vantages must be considered. For 
example, with individual hog houses 
more time and labor are required; 
they are less durable; feed storage and 
fresh water supply are impractical; ex- 
posure for herdsman is greater; close 
attention to the herd is impossible; 
heating of several pens is difficult; 
lighting may be deficient; ventilation 
is not systematic; site selection is 
more complex; common feeding floor 
is not so likely to be used; danger is 
greater when grouped; secluded swine 
fight more when herded; sanitation 
may be discouraged; equipment is usu- 
ally larger, and there is less adver- 
tising value. Several of these objec- 
tions are of minor importance, and are 
offset by the advantages. - 

In the Iowa gable roof house, plans 
for which are given in connection with 
this article, a good feature is that the 
perpendicular walls enable the floor 
space to be used to good advantage. 
The building is attractive, is easily 
moved, and ample ventilation can be 
arranged. To move the house, all that 


disad- 


house | 


is necessary is to throw a strong rope | 


around the building, fasten a clevis to 
it, hitch on a team, and haul it wher- 
ever desired. The framing structure 
is rigid and durable. Roof doors are 
placed on the east or south roofs, and 
enable one to open the house for sun- 
light and aeration. The entrance door 
may be either in the front end or in 
the side, to suit the preference of the 
herdsman. 


Certain construction details apply 


to all movable hog houses. Sugges- 
tions given in this article may be 
followed in building other types of 


howses, to be described in later issues. 
The foundation of a movable house 
consists of runners or skids, which 
should be of more durable wood than 
that used in other parts of the build- 
ing. Fir or cypress is recommended, 
as these woods do not decay rapidly 
when in contact with the ground. They 
should be about 4x4, in preference to 
2-inch material. In some cases the 
runners may be provided with iron 
shoes, but the advantage hardly jus- 
tifies the extra expense involved. 
same applies to concrete runners. 
Floors of 2-inch material are recom- 
mended, altho 1-inch ‘stuff often is 
used in connection with joists to 
strengthen them. As with the runners, 
the flooring should be resistant to de- 
cay. .No. 1 white or yellow pine is 
suitable, but not so durable as fir. If 
the floor does not come in contact with 
the ground, hemlock may be used. 
Even earth floors, when they can be 
kept.dry and free from dust, are sat- 
.isfactory. With them, however, the 
—houses must be kept well banked in 
winter, ‘o prevent under-drafts.

Such braceg 
also add to the rigidity of the house 
and insure close-fitting doors.

inch shiplap, No. 2 white pine being 
recommended in preference to yellow 
pine, as the former does not shrink, [t 
was found that when yellow pine wag 
used with some of the station houses 
cracks soon appeared between the 
boards, making it necessary to put on 
battens. For an exceptionally warm 
house, double siding, with roofing pa- 
per between, may be used, but under 
ordinary Iowa conditions, this extra 


| expense is not considered necessary 


by the station authorities. 

It is suggested that the entrance 
door be placed at a corner either at 
the end or side of the building, be- 
cause such a location provides better 
protection from drafts and storms and 
less bedding material will be worked 
out. The size of the door may be mod- 
ified to suit the size of the hogs to be 
Kept, and may be made as high as de 
sired by adding to the height of the 
house. With the door at the corner, it 
is attached by hinges, while with it in 
the center, a slide arrangement can be 
provided. In some houses ordinary bur- 
lap is used for an entrance door. 

Roof doors permit of thoro sunning 
and ventilating, and make it more con- 
venient to care for the swine. If the 
entrance door is on the south end, it 
is best to have the roof doors on the 
east’ side, in order to get both the 
morning and the afternoon sun. By 
placing a window sash in the door- 
way of the roof, the building in fall, 
winter and spring can be sunned, and 
it will be considerably warmer than 
otherwise. Standard sash may be used, 
and should always be removed when 
the location of the building is to be 
changed. The end doors near the 
comb provide ventilation and a means 
for observing the hogs. The shade 
doors are for summer use, to provide 
a refuge from the sun, and it is rec- 
ommended that they be thoroly re- 
inforced at the hinges. 

In order to protect the pigs at far- 
rowing tim6é, fenders may be provided 
on the sides and ends of the house, as 
shown in the illustration. When the 
sides of the house consist of shade 
doors, the fenders on these sides of 
course should be removable. Other- 
wise, 2x4-inch pieces may be fastened 
permanently to the framework 6 inch- 
es from the floor. 

One of the drawings illustrates a 
satisfactory scheme for ventilation, 4 
moderate opening being left beneath 
the ridge pole, and which is protected 
by nailing a wide triangular board un- 
der and flush with the edge of the ex- 
tending roof boards. Another way to 
provide ventilation is to leave about 
a 2-inch opening in the ridge and then 
cover this with a false comb. It is 
most important that these individual 
houses have ample ventilation to in- . 
sure dryness and fresh air. 

The estimated cost for painting & 
movable hog house is $1.20, and it will 
both add to the appearance of the 
building and prolong its life. Any good 
outdoor paint answers the purpose. 

To build the Iowa gable roof house 
the following bill of material will be 
required. The cost figures are thosé 
which prevailed at the time the bul- 
letin was prepared. There will per- 
haps be considerable difference in 
them now. All lumber not otherwise 
designated, is to be No. 1 white oF 
yellow pine.

Preserving Beef By Corning 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 


“Tl want to kill a calf for meat while 
we are husking corn. I wish to keep 
as much of it as I can. How could | 
keep it when the weather is too warm 
to freeze it? Do you have a recipe?” 


In this section of the country, when 
the weather is too warm for freezing, 
we consider corning the best method 
of preserving beef. The United States 
Department of Agriculture gives the 
following recipe for corned beef: 


“Meat from fat animals makes choic- 
er corned beef than that from poor 
animals. When the meat is thoroly 
cooled, it should be corned as soon as 
possible, as any decay in the meat is 
likely to spoil the brine during the 
corning process. Under no circum- 
stances should the meat be brined 
while it is frozen. Weigh out the meat 
and allow eight pounds of sakt to each 
hundred pounds of meat; sprinkle a 
layer of salt one-fourth of an inch 
in depth over the bottom of the barrel; 
pack in as closely as possible the cuts 
of meat, making a layer five or six 
inches in thickness; then put on a lay- 
er of salt, following that with another 
layer of meat; repeat until the meat 
and salt have all been’ packed in the 
barrel, care being used to reserve salt 
enough for a good layer over the top. 
After the package has stood over night 
add, for every hundred pounds of meat, 
four pounds of sugar, two ounces of 
baking soda, and four ounces of salt- 
peter dissolved in a gallon of tepid 
water. Three gallons more of water 
should be sufficient to cover this quan- 
tity. In case more or less than a hun- 
dred pounds of meat are to be corned, 
make the brine in the proportions giv- 
en. A loose board cover, weighted

down with a heavy stone or a piece of 
iron, should be put on the meat to 
keep all of it under the brine. In case 
any should project, rust would start, 
‘and the brine would spoil in a short 
time. 

“It is not necessary to boil the 
brine except in warm weather. HE the 
meat has been corned during the win- 
ter, and must be kept into the sum- 
mer season, it would be well to watch 
the brine closely during the spring, as 
it is more likely to spoil at that time 
than at any other season. If the brine 
appears to be ropy or does not drip 
freely from the finger when immersed 
and lifted, it should be turned off and 
new brine added, after carefully wash- 
ing the meat. The sugar or molasses 
in the brine has a tendency to ferment, 
and, unless the brine is kept in a cool 
plaée, there is sometimes trouble from 
this-source. The meat should be kept 
in the brine for from twenty-eight to 
forty days, in order to secure thoro 
corning.” 


Soft Corn Problem 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“I have seventy acres of corn which 
was just beyond the roasting-ear stage 
when the frost came. I put what I 
could of this into the silo. Will the 
rest of this corn be all right to feed? 
Can I feed it to cattle to any advan- 
tage? What is the best way to realize 
on this soft corn?” 

The best way to handle soft corn is 
to cut it as soon as possible after frost 
for silage or fodder. But that part of 
the soft corn which can not be utilized 
in this way must be fed just as it is 
to cattle and hogs. It is not high-class 
feed. Corn of the type described by 
our correspondent is over half water. 
Cattle will eat as high as thirty or 
forty pounds daily of some of this corn 
and not make any more gains than tho 
they were fed five of six pounds of 
good corn. However, the dry matter 
in soft corn seems to be valuable, and 
most tests, with both hogs and cattle, 
indicate that each pound of dry matter 
in soft corn is worth as much as a 
pound of dry matter in sound corn. 
Ordinarily, the most practical way of 
utilizing soft corn is to feed it to rath- 
er thin cattle anf hogs. 








Sheep Feeding 

An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“Where can I get the most reliable 
information relating to the feeding of 
sheep, from September to December, 
in corn, etc.?” 

The only book we know of going in- 
to detail in this respect is “Sheep 
Feeding and Management,” by Doane, 
which may be secured thru this office 
for $1. Feeding sheep seem to be ex- 
traordinarily high now, but the future 
outlook is exceptionally strong both 
for mutton and for wool. There are 
some indications that the government 
is bringing pressure to bear on wool 
prices, to hold them down during the 
next few months. However, the fun- 
damental situation in the sheep busi- 
ness is splendid. Nevertheless, we do 
not care to advise those of our readers 
who have had no previous experience 
to go into sheep unless they are well 
situated for handling them, and un- 
less they are willing to go to some

Shearing in the Fall 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I notice that you ask for opinions 
on tie fall shearing of breeding ewes. 
I -would consider it too late to shear 
breeding ewes now. If your corre- 
spondent would like to try the twice- 
a-year shearing, I would suggest that 
he shear his ewes any time after the 
middle of March, and then again at 
breeding time—say the latter part of 
August or September. 

If the shearer uses reasonable care, 
the ewes can be shorn within two 
weeks of lambing. A shorn ewe not 
only has less trouble in getting her 
lamb to nurse, but will not keep it out 
on rainy, chilly days, like a ewe in 
full fleece. The shorn ewe will give 
a greater amount of milk, by eating 
more earlier in the spring, when chilly, 
and later, when the full-fleeced ewe 
lies around in the shade. 

Sy shearing about ten days before 
breeding time, providing it is earlier 
than the middle of September, the 
ewes will hustle out all day, eating 
more, and when breeding time comes, 
all will get in lamb the first and sec- 
ond service. The lambs all coming at 
one time not only means a more uni- 
form bunch for marketing, but a great 
saving in feed at or near lambing. 

I have no patience with the fellow 
who argues for late shearing. The 
wool rubbed and peeled off, together 
with the dung locks, twice over off- 
sets any gain made by the warm 
weather forcing the grease out of the 
body into the wool. There is also a 
certain loss in the lambs by the flow 
of milk being decreased just when it 
is most needed. Many a lamb has 
gotten its first stomach worm from 
sucking its mother’s wool near the 
udder. 

The loss from stomach worms. can 
be cut in two by shearing the lambs 
the first week in July, regardless of 
when they are to be weaned. By July, 
the lambs are depending more on the 
pasture than on the mother’s milk, and 
with their long, hot fleeces they spend 
the day in the shade, just going out a 
little ways, eating the most worm-in- 
fested grass in the pasture. Shearing 
the lambs at this time, they feel like a 
lot of boys at the swimming hole, and 
go to the farthest side of the field, 
never noticing the hot sun. Hardly a 
day the past summer but what our 
lambs were out, eating the best and 
freshest in the field, while the moth- 
ers were in the shade.

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Baby Beef Problem 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 

“I have fifteen calves which I can 
not sell for what I think they are 
worth, because everyone else seems 
to want to sell rather than to buy. I! 
have had no experience in feeding 
calves, but think that it might pay 
this time. How long would these 
spring calves have to be fed in order 
to sell as baby beeves? What would 
be a good grain ration? I have plenty 
of corn, and can either shell or grind. 
I also have over 200 bushels of oats, 
some oat straw, timothy hay, and a 
stalk field. Should I start feeding 
right away?” 

To produce finished~baby beeves re- 


quires much grain and little rough- 
age. The idea generally is to start 
with calves eight or nine months of 


age, and feed for eight or nine months, 
marketing at a year and a half of age 
or a little less; but the best baby 
beef is made with calves which are 
not permitted to lose their calf fat. 
To start with, a grain ration of per- 
haps four or five pounds daily is given, 
and this is rapidly increased until the 
average daily ration is twelve to fif- 
teen pounds. With price conditions as 
they are at present, we would certain- 
ly consider using considerable oats, 
especially during the first two or three 
months of the feeding period. In any 
event, we would feed about two pounds 
daily of oil meal or cottonseed meal. 
After the calves have been on feed for 
two or three months, a typical daily 
ration will probably be about seven 
pounds of corn, four pounds of oats, 
two pounds of oil meal, together with 
just a little hay and straw. 

As to whether or not it will pay our 
correspondent to feed these calves on 
a heavy grain ration rather than sell 
them, depends on a variety of condi- 
tions which no man can foresee at the 
present time. There seems to be a 
strong slump in cattle values at the 
present time, which may continue for 
several months, but fat cattle next 
spring and summer should sell high. 





Silage for Lambs 


A Kansas correspondent writes: 

“Is it safe to feed corn silage to 
lambs? I have 350 good lambs, which 
are now running in the corn field, to 
which I am intending to feed silage 
soon, together with some alfalfa hay 
and corn. Has’silage been proved to 
be all right for lambs?” 


At the Indiana station, they fed fat- 
tening lambs from one to two pounds 
of silage per head daily, in connection 
with clover hay and corn, with very 
good results, the addition of silage to 
the ration having no effect one way or 
the: other on the rate of gain, but 
slightly decreasing the cost of gain. 
At the Iowa station, however, when 
silage and cottonseed meal were sub- 
stituted for alfalfa in the lamb ration, 
the rate of gain was decreased and the 
cost of grain increased. The indica- 
tions are that silage is a good feed for 
lambs, but it should not be fed as the 
sole roughage, even tho the ration is 
otherwise well balanced. In our opin- 
ion, a good average daily ration for 
lambs on full feed with alfalfa hay, 
silage and corn available, would be 
about three-quarters of a pound of 
hay, one pound of silage, and one and 
a quarter pounds of corn. It might 
possibly pay to substitute for part of 
the corn about one-sixth of a pound of 
cottonseed meal or oil meal. 

A good quality of silage is unques- 
tionably a safe feed for lambs, but sil- 
age which is in any way spoiled or 
moldy is much more dangerous for 
lambs than it is for cattle. 





Feeding the Boar 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Will you tell me what to feed a 
stock hog so that he will be in good 
condition to use by December? He is 
a February pig, and weighs about 175 
pounds. I have been feeding him three 
quarts of oats twice daiiy, and plenty 
of swill—mostly milk.” 

Our correspondent’s ration should 
answer the purpose very nicely, and 
we suggest no particular change so 
long as he has the milk available. If 
he did not have the milk, we would 
suggest feeding from one-fourth to 








one-third of a pound of tankage daily. | 


It might also be well to substitute 
three or four pounds of corn daily for 
part of the oats.

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Rhubarb in Winter 
Rhubarb is one of the few garden 
crops practical for a farmer’s family to 
hare during the winter months. It can 
be grown successfully in one’s cellar 
without much trouble or attention. The 
essentials are some good root clumps, 
a@ partially darkened ceilar which can 
be kept at a temperature of about 60 
degrees, and a bed of clean cinders. 
Fresh pie-plant sauce or rhubarb pies 
will be appreciated during the winter, 
when other green produce is out of the 
question. 

In order to have fresh rhubarb in 
winter, one should dig up the root 
clumps any time after the tops have 
been killed by frost and before the 
ground is frozen so hard that digging 
is impossible. Plenty of earth should 
be left around the roots, and if they 
have not been frozen for some time, 
they must be left where they will 
freeze before being planted in the cel- 
lar. In the cellar, provide a three or 
four-inch cinder bed in which to plant, 
and arrange for keeping it moist but 
not wet. After the roots have had a 
short rest period, and have been sub- 
jected to a good freeze, set them out 
in the cinder bed, being sure the cellar 
is somewhat darkened, and that it has 
a temperature of about 60 degrees. The 
only additional attention needed is to 
keep the bed watered. 

Pies may be made from the crop 
within two or three weeks after plant- 
ing, and the roots will continue to bear 
for some time. During the summer, 
the roots stored up an abundance of 
food for the next year’s stalks, and it 
is this supply which produces the win- 
ter crop when properly handled. The 
stalks will be paler and have less fiber 
than rhubarb grown outdoors, but they 
will be more tender and crisp, and bet- 
ter flavored. The roots will not be 
suitable for transplanting again, how- 
ever, and their places in the garden 
should be filled by dividing old roots 
left in the ground. 





Valuation Clause Unlawful 


For several years the stockmen of 
the west have been opposing the ef- 
forts of the railroads to base the 
freight rate upon the value of the live 
stock shipped. The matter has been 
up several times before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and congress 
has made a change in the interstate 
commerce law, in an effort to prevent 
this injustice. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission apparently propos- 
es to settle the matter for good. Ex- 
aminer Disque, who has been holding 
hearings on it, has submitted a report 
to the commission, in which he. holds 
that the freight tariff which proposes 
to colject freights on ordinary live 
stock based on valuation, is unlawful, 
according to the Cummins amendment 
to the interstate commerce law, and 
the carriers are directed to amend 
their tariffs accordingly. 


Plowing Sod 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“Please tell me which would be the 
better time to plow timothy sod which 
is to be put in corn next year—now or 
next spring.” 

Tame sod ground intended for corn 
should always be plowed in the fall, if 
at all possible. The freezing and thaw- 
ing of winter will break down the sod 
and make it far easier to work up in 
the spring. Sod which has been prop- 
erly plowed in the fall can be put in 
excellent shape for corn next spring 
by using the disk vigorously in the 
spring. If allowed to go until spring, 
the chances are that the plowing will 
not be completed until after the grass 
has started, which makes the sod much 
tougher and much harder to work 
down into a good seed bed. 








Selecting Sorghum Seed 


A Missouri correspondent writes: 
“What is the best way to top and 
save feterita seed? Will it heat in 
bulk?” 

Feterita seed should be saved in just 
the same way as any other of the grain 
sorghums. When a small quantity of 
seed is saved for home planting, sim- 
ply cut off the most promising heads 
and store them in a cool, dry place, in 
small piles. After they are thoroly 
dried, they may be sacked up, but 
should not be placed in large piles,

Annual Convention of American 
Poultry Association 

In the flurry of excitement over the 
war, the American Poultry Association 
voted to annul their annual meeting. 
Later it was found that this was a 
mistake, and a special meeting was 
called at Milwaukee, Wisconsin, Sep- 
tember 25th to 28th. 

Regarding the special appropriation 
of $148,800 to be expended by the gov- 
ernment for increased poultry produc- 
tion, the statement was made that the 
spending of this money is entrusted to 
the Bureau of Animal Husbandry of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. About forty poultrymen are 
to be used in the extension work. It 


is planned to do the work in codépera- | 


tion with the agricultural colleges. 
Te Home Economics department of 
the Department of Agriculture will also 
assist by promoting the substitution 
of poultry, eggs and fish for beef, pork 
and mutton. 

Mr. Grant Curtis gave an account 
of his conference with Mr. Hoover and 
his interview with Mr. Priebe, a man 
skilled in the purchase and sale of 
poultry and eggs, who was also in con- 
ference with Mr. Hoover. Mr. Curtis 
quoted Mr. Priebe as follows: 

“What is required of me is truly 
staggering. I am expected to help the 
United States Food Administration to 
cut out all speculation in the buying 
and re-selling of poultry and eggs as 
now carried on extensively by or thru 
brokers. In Chicago at present there 
are large consignments of eggs. For 
example, in cold storage they have 
been re-sold as many as fifteen times 
without being moved from their pres- 
ent storage quarters. Poultry and egg 
producers, as a matter of course, do 
not do business for nothing, and every 
time a consignment of storage eggs is 
sold on an upward market, a quarter 
of a cent or a half of a cent per dozen 
is added as profit to the owner who 
consents to the sale.” 

An innovation was made by voting 
the president a salary of $1,800 for the 
fiscal year, to be paid the first of each 
month. It was understood that the 
president is to devote a considerable 
part of his time ‘to association work. 
The amount voted for salary does not 
include expenses incidental to the of- 


‘fice work of the president. 


. 





Holding Over Stock 


At the recent meeting of the Amer- 
ican Poultry Association, a committee 
of five was appointed to codperate with 
the federal government in “advancing 
the interests of poultry culture and 
egg production.” The following reso- 
lution was presented by the New Jer- 
sey State Poultry Association, and was 
unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, The national situation 
confronting poultry producers and con- 
sumers alike, demands, for the best in- 


terests of ourselves and the nation, 
immediate, wise, concerted and ag- 
gressive action, «the furtherance of 


which, in a whole-hearted and codpera- 
tive spirit, is the patriotic duty of all; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we, the members of 
the American Poultry Association, as- 
sembled in annual convention, do here- 
by earnestly appeal to all poultry- 
keepers to study the situation from 
its local as well as its national aspect, 
and to avoid hysterical action thru the 
killing of productive birds, with its 
accompanying personal and national 
national loss; but rather to meet tke 
situation thru greater efficiency in all 
methods of management which prac- 
tice can not but result in producing 
more poultry meat and eggs from the 
present stock or the preesnt amount 
from less stock. 

“Furthermore, it is our sincere be- 
lief that those poultry raisers who 
practice modern methods in manage- 
ment, who adhere to better stock, and 
who meet intelligently ever-changing 
conditions of feed and labor, can not 
but reap the benefit for this effort. 
We further believe that America’s 
poultry men and poultry women will 














be able to meet their national and 1n- 
ternational obligations, until the close 
of the war, without seriously sacrific- 
ing their financial interests. After 
this time, it is confidently believed 
that there will be unprecedented de- 
mand for breeding stock and all class- 
es of poultry products from our own 
and foreign countries. We further be- 
lieve that at that time the cost of pro- 
duction, on account of cheaper feed, 
labor and equipment, will be such that 
poultrymen will receive a just reward 
for their courage, sacrifice and loyalty 
in meeting this our personal and na- 
tional problem.

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Dual-Purpose Breeds of Cattle 


The dual-purpose breeds of cattle 
are supposed to be good both for milk 
and for beef. Of course, the scrawniest 
Jersey will produce some beef, and 
the fattest Hereford cow will give 
some milk. But between these two ex- 
tremes are a number of cattle which 
claim to be fairly good both for beef 
and for milk. Of these, the most fa- 
mous is probably the Milking Short- 
horn. 

About two hundred years ago, a Mr. 
Dobinson, who lived in the county of 
Durham, England, from whence the 
Short-horns first came, brought over 
from Holland several bulls which were 
very likely of the sort that are now 
called Holsteins. Probably these bulls 
improved the dairy qualities of the 
original Short-horn cattle. At any 
rate, when one of the original Short- 
Mr. Thomas Bates, 
began to work with them, he found a 





number of cows which were very ex-. 


cellent milkers, as well as good beef 


animals. He liked the combination 
idea, and kept records both of the 
amount of beef and the amount of milk 
produced with a given amount of feed. 
To this day, Bates Short-horns are 


noted for their milking qualities. Af- 
ter Bates’ time, the most popular of 
the breeders swung away from the 
milking idea for a great many years, 
but the common farmers, both in Eng- 
land and in the United States, de- 
pended very largely on the Short-horn 
or Durham as their milk cow. Over 
half the milk in England is produced 
by Short-horns, and in the great cen- 
tral corn belt, we would roughly esti- 
mate that very nearly half of the 
cream supplied to the creameries is 
produced by Short-horns. During the 
past ten or fifteen years, there has 
been a great revival of interest among 
certain pure-bred breeders of the milk- 
ing type, and today we have Short- 
horns which have made records in 
milk and butter-fat that compare fa- 
vorably with any breed. Some of the 
best have made records of around 20,- 
000 pounds of milk and 1,000 pounds 
of butter in a year. | 

The best type of Milking Short-horn 
is very similar in general appearance 
to the Holstein, except for the color. 
They may be just a little finer boned 
and a little smoother, with a slightly 
greater tendency to flesh up easily. 
But really the difference is more in 
the color than in anything else. The 
milk of the Short-horn cow will aver- 
age nearly a half of a per cent richer 
in butter-fat than the milk of the Hol- 
stein. The calves of the dual-purpose 
Short-horns seem to rank just as well 
with the ordinary feeder as the calves 
of the more beefy types. At any rate, 
the ordinary farmer seems to fare just 
about as well whichever type he has. 

The Red Polls stand out more dis- 
tinctly as a dual-purpose breed than 
any other. They were bred originally 
in eastern England, about two hun- 
dred miles south of where the Short- 
horns originated. One hundred years 
ago, in this section of England, there 
were two types of cattle, one of which 
had no horns and was of excellent 
dairy type. There was also a horned 
type, of rather small frame, bright-red 
color, with a white or motled face, 
Much like the Hereford. Gradually, 
the farmers of this section of England 

gan to mix the two breeds, selecting 
all the time for solid red animals with 
no horns, which were good both for 
Producing mitk and beef. By 1862, ft 
Was realized that a’ new breed had been 
formed, and ever since then the new 
breed has given a good account of it- 
self. Beginning with about 1873, the 
Red Polls have been brought over to 
this country in rather large numbers, 
altho they are not nearly so popular 
as the dairy and beef breeds. 

The ideal Red Polled cow looks very 
Much like a good Short-horn, being 
broad over the back, short-legged, deep 
in the chest, and with thick thighs, 
While at the same time the udder is of 
£00d size, and the Cow possesses the 





ability to yield slightly more than the 
ordinary Jersey or Guernsey daily, her 
milk testing about 3.8 to 4 per cent. 
Red Polled steers have often been 
shown at the International, and have 
captured a few prizes, altho they are 
ordinarily decidedly inferior to the 
true beef steers. The cows have been 
entered in competition with the cows 
of the strictly dairy breeds, and while 
they have made very good records, 
they have not surpassed the records of 
the Holstein, Jersey or Guernsey. Ev- 
erything considered, the Red Poll oc- 
cupies a position very similar to that 
of the Milking Short-horn. 

A third dual-purpose breed which is 
almost never seen in this section of 
the country, but which is quite com- 
mon in the eastern states, is the 
Devon. This breed was developed 
about 150 miles west and a little south 
of where the Red Polls came from. 
They are much like the Red Polls ex- 
cept that they have horns, are a little 
smaller, give a rather richer milk, and 
are finer boned, witli a rather deer- 
like appearance. The Devon at one 
time was very popular in the eastern 
states. Today, however, we almost 
never hear of it either as a beef breed 
or a dairy breed. 

The Holstein, Ayrshire and Brown 
Swiss have some claim to rank as 
dual-purpose breeds. At any rate, the 
cows of these breeds, and especially 
the Ayrshires, fatten off very readily 
when dry, and the steer calves fatten 
off fairly well. The calves of the 
Brown Swiss are of good size, and 
bring more money as veals at an earli- 
er age than almost any other breed. 

Most breeders of pure-bred cattle 
do not like the dual-purpose idea. It 
is hard to breed for two things at 
once when there is some conflict be- 
tween them. In the very nature of 
things, the ideal beef cow can not be 
very good for milk, and the ideal dairy 
cow can not be very good for beef. 
Why is it, then, that the ordinary 
farmer persists in using a dual-pur- 
pose type of Short-horn? Simply be- 
cause he wants an animal that is not 
particular about how she is handled, 
and that will do fairly well both as a 
milk cow and as a mother of beef 
steers. Of course, as soon 4s the farm- 
er gets in a position where straight 
dairying really pays, he will tend to- 
ward such straight dairy breeds as the 
Holstein, Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire, 
etc. On the other hand, if he has no 
intention of milking at all, he will 
keep the strictly beef type of cattle, 
such as the Scotch type of Short-horn, 
the Hereford, Angus and Galloway. It 
is probably a good thing that most of 
our pure-bred breeders are working 
either with strictly beef stuff or strict- 
ly dairy stuff; but the bulk of our 
farmers will for a long time be keep- 
ing dual-purpose animals, sometimes 
bringing in strictly dairy sires and 
sometimes strictly beef sires, and oc- 
casionally what may be called dual- 
purpose sires from one of the dual- 
purpose breeds, such as the Dairy 
Short-horn or the Red Poll. 





Northern Nut Grass 


An lIowa correspondent sends us a 
sample of northern nut grass, and 
writes: 

“This weed is growing in my corn 
field. Is it a bad weed? Is it an an- 
nual or a perennial? It looks to me 
like a wet-ground plant, altho the 
patch in my corn field is on high and 
dry ground,” 

Northern nut grass is really not a 
grass, but a sedge. It is about the 
only sedge which is common as a weed 
in this section of the country. Like all 
sedges, it may be distinguished by its 
triangular stem, instead of the flat 
or round stem which prevails in the 
grasses. The color of both the stem 
and the grass-like seed head is quite 
yellow, and in some sections of the 
country it goes under the name of yel- 
low nut grass. The plant is a peren- 
nial which spreads both by seed and 
by underground root-stocks, which 
bear tubers. , 

The plant is not such a very serious 
weed, and it ordinarily does not grow 
very rankly. To get rid of it, the first 
step, on low ground, is to put in drain- 
age. This must be followed by clean 
cultivation and hand hoeing. If hogs 
are turned into the corn field, the 


weed will be destroyed to some extent, 
because the hogs are fond of the roots. 
In fact, in.the south the plant is culti- 
vated to some extent, under the name 
of chufa, for the sake of its value as 
a hog pasture. :

The Doctrine of the Clean Plate 


Mr. Hoover has asked us all to prac- 
tice the doctrine of the clean plate. 
This doctrine requires the coéperation 
of the entire family. To keep “nag- 
ging” about clearing the plate is to 
make the dinner table objectionable. 
On the other hand, to know of the 
shortage of food, and to have left on 
the plate half slices of bread, and bits 
of butter; to see sugar in the bottom 
of the tea-cup, is an irritation. In this 
land which has so far been a land of 
plenty we have been taught that cour- 
tesy requires that the guest leave a 
small portion of food, lest his hostess 
think his ‘appetite was not satisfied. 
if we are to change this, we may find 
it wise to follow the practice of the 
medical officers’ training camp, at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia. These of- 
ficers are marched into the mess hall 
at “attention,” and seated in order. 
After mess, the men are again called 
to “attention,” and empty plates are 
shown. “The reduction in wastage 
approximated 60 per cent when an av- 
erage ration was shown to each man 
and empty plates were shown after 
mess. 


Cold- Pack Warning 


A number of people have been made 
dangerously ill, and in one case an 
entire family dfed thru poisoning re- 
sulting from eating some home-canned 
spinach without cooking it. Doctor 
Dickson, a San Francisco physician, 
has been investigating the matter. He 
finds that a certain germ, known by 
the scientific name of bacillus botu- 
linus, grows in vegetables canned by 
the cold-pack method. This is the 
same germ which is believed to cause 
forage poisoning in live stock. As a 
result of his investigations, Doctor 
Dickson says that under no circum- 
stances should home-canned vege- 
tables which have been prepared by 
the cold-pack method be served as a 
salad, unless they have been cooked 
after they are removed from the con- 
tainer. He suggests also that all fruits 
which have been preserved by this 
method should be well heated before 
being served.

Our own little folks greatly enjoy 
these interesting stories, which give 
to the birds and animals real person- 
alities, to which the children become 
greatly attached. The stories contain 
much useful information about the 
lives of the little people of the woods 
and fields, and it isvall told in a most 
most fascinating way. Mothers with 
children too young to read will find 
the Sleepy-time Stories particularly 
helpful to fill in a quiet half-hour for 
the little folks. The children seem 
never to tire of the stories, and like to 
hear them over and over again. 








Sample Meals 


The Home Economics Department of 
the Iowa State College held daily ses- 
sions in the Women and Children’s Build- 
ing at the state fair. In the hallway out- 
side of the lecture room, where morning 
and afternoon lectures and demonstra- 
tions. were given, was a table set with 
food which the teacher in charge was 
glad to show and give the recipes for. 
One of the small helps available for the 
women of the state were cards with sam- 
ple menus’ of simple meals. *“‘Demon- 
Strate thrift; serve simple meals’ was 
the admonition which most of us are 
obeying today. Following are some of 
the menus offered: 





Tamale pie with tomato sauce; baked 
apples; oat-meal bread. 

Macaroni loaf; graham bread; fruit gel- 
atine. 

Stuffed biscuits; green corn; apple 
sauce; corn-meal ginger bread. 

For the tamale pie, two cups of tomato 
sauce, two cups of chopped cooked meat, 
one teaspoonful of salt, one small onion, 
one sweet green pepper, one-half cup of 
corn meal cooked in one and one-half 
cups of boiling salted water for half an 
hour, and one-fourth cup of grated cheese 
were used, One cup of the tomato sauce 
was added to the meat, salt, pepper, onion 
and corn meal. This was put in a pan, 
the top sprinkled with grated cheese and 
baked. The second cup of sauce was 
served over the pie. 

To make the sauce, two tablespoonfuls 
of fat were blended with two of flour, 
The tomatoes were strained and added to 
the mixture, cooked well, and seasoned 
with onion and bay leaf. 

For the macaroni loaf, three-fourths of 
a coup of macaroni was cooked in boiling, 
salted water until tender, then drained 
and rinsed in cold water. A cup of milk 
was scalded and added to one cup of soft 
bread crumbs with a _ tablespoonful of 
sweet green peppers, three-fourths of a 
cup of cooked, chopped meat, one table- 
spoonful of onion juice, one of chopped 
parsley, two eggs and one teaspoonful of 
salt. The mixture was turned into a but- 
tered pan, which was set on several folds 
of paper in a dish of hot water, and baked 
for from half to three-quarters of an hour. 
It was served with the same tomato sauce 
as above. 

Someone may object that this is a good 
deal of work, but it really isn’t, and it 
has the advantage of making a little meat 
£0 a long ways in connection with other 
ingredients which supply nutriment. A 
one-piece dinner means a great saving in 
dish and pan washing. A macaroni loaf 
which is big enough for the family, to- 
gether with the graham bread and fruit 
gelatine, makes an excellent, satisfying 
meal, 

Stuffed biscuits are a meal in them- 
selves. For these, two cups of flour, four 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, and one 
teaspoonful of salt are sifted together. 
Three tablespoonfuls of fat are chopped 
in, and three-fourths of a cup of milk ro 
water used to make a soft dough. Turn 
onto a floured board, roll about half an 
inch thick, and cut out with a large- 
sized biscuit cutter, Spread half of each 
biscuit with melted fat. Place a small 
amount of meat ground and mixed with 
gravy on the biscuit. Fold over as for 
Parker House rolls. Bake and serve with 
eravy. 


Canning Fried Chicken 


We have not tried canning spring 
chicken, but the agricultural department 
of the North Dakota Agricultural College 
says it can be done as follows: 

“After cleaning and preparing spring 
fries, season and fry as tho preparing for 
serving directly on the table. Fry until 
the meat is about three-fourths done; 
then pack at once into hot jars, pour 
liquid from the griddle over the chicken, 
partially seal, then place jars on a rack 
in a vessel with enough water to cover 
the jars one inch, and boil for one and 
one-half hours; then seal cans tightly. Be 
sure to use good, new rubbers. A good 
rubber should regain its shape after be- 
ing stretched, and should stand bending 
without breaking.” 

Late-hatched chickens would be better 
canned than sold at a sacrifice, or left to 
take their chances with older birds. In 
canning meats of any kind, it is important 
not to shorten the time nor to skimp on 
the water. Follow the directions exactly 
if good results are to be obtained. 


Pickled Pi Pigs’ Feet 


Soak the pigs’ feet for twelve hours in 
cold water. Scrape them clean, and re- 
move the toes. Boil until soft, four to five 
hours usually being required. Salt them 
when partially done. Pack them in a 
stone jar and cover them with spiced 
vinegar. They are served cold or split 
and fried in a batter made of eggs, flour, 


milk and butter.—North Dakota Experi- 
ment Station.

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kept them in a large earthenware crock, 
and at the end of each month she made 
them into soap. First, she put all the fat 
into a large kettle on the back of the 
Stove, and when it was al] melted, she 
cut up a large raw potato and dropped it 
in, to purify the mass; then she let the 
fat cook slowly until all the water was 
evaporated, or until it stopped sputtering. 
When the fat was pure, she strained it 
thru several thicknesses of cheesecloth, 
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or, if she wanted it whiter, she strained 
it thru charcoal or clay. 

She made a soda solution of one pound 
of pure caustic soda dissolved in five 
pints of water, and mixed in fourteen 
ounces of this solution to each pound of 
pure, warm fat, and then stirred the mass 
until smooth. Then she poured the mix- 
ture into pans er boxes lined with greased 
paper, and put it away in a dry place to 
harden.—Cornell University Bulletin.

We have been in this 
growing and beautiful city of Los An- 
geles since that date. The ever-wel-

to carry their burdens. At present, 
tho, | am not permitted even to lift a 
small portion of my own, and was ad- 
vised to go to a higher altitude than 
we have here on the coast line. 

Uncle Sam’s Angeles National For- 
est Reserve is a€quiring a wide repu- 


tation in this part of the country. In 
this city we have a playground com- 
mission whose duty it is to look after 
the children and youths when they are 
out of school or are unemployed. As 


this work has gone on among the 
common people and laboring classes, 
they have come to see the necessity of 


camp life for many who could never 
indulge in so great a privilege if left 
entirely to their own resources. This 


camp is located in the San Bernardino 
mountains, about sixty miles from this 
city. We leave the city about 8 a. m., 
and pass thru a beautiful valley, where 
orange groves, walnut ranches, vine- 
yards, peach orchards, apricot and 
plum groves are growing. Sometimes 
a field of beans will come into view as 
the swiftly-moving train whirls past. 
Then, as far as the eye can reach, 


there will be long rows of sugar beets, 
making ready for a nearby sugar fac- 
tory. 


After a while, we reach the city of 
San Bernardino, and take the auto 
truck which will carry us and our roll 
of bedding up the mountain slopes into 
the municipal playgrounds camp. The 
road leading to this camp is wondrous- 
ly beautiful. The second part of the 
fourney is by auto stage, which takes 
us into deep canyons and over rugged 
mountains. As we pass thru Water- 
man canyon, by way of the old Mor- 
mon trail, we see many interesting 
things, among which are the immense 
Arrowhead, the old Toll-gate, and the 
Mormon Table, 

As we leave this beautiful place, we 
make our way over many “switch- 
backs” to the “Rim o’ the World” 
road. While on these switch-backs, 
we hold our breath in fear of meeting 
an auto! Sure enough, just around 
this curve, we meet one. But the driv- 
er understands his business, and we 
are safely around the machine, and 
continue to ascend the mountain slope.

We shiver at the 
very thought, and then remember that 
our auto stage is examined every 
morning by an expert, and put in the 
care of an experienced driver. So we 
ride along with this most entrancing 
view spread out before us, and are 
amazed with the ever-changing and 
wonderful scene. No one has an idea 
of what there is in these great moun- 
‘ain ranges. One would want not days 
but weeks, not weeks but months, to 
See them properly. I have only seen 
@ few mountains, and I am astounded!

thirty-one acres for this camp site. 
Near a stream of clear running water, 
a place has been cleared and a cement 
floor put in, and tables placed to ac- 
commodate 250 people. Fine trees sur- 
round this and furnish ample shade 
for this outdoor dining-room. 

Sparkling mountain water is fur- 
nished by a stream which passes by 
the entire length of the dining-room, 
and furnishes water for all camp pur- 
poses, and for a large swimming pool. 
Great pine trees are everywhere thru- 
out the camp. Life in this camp is as 
free from care and the conventions of 
city life as you can imagine. Young 
lady school teachers were dressed in 
khaki trousers and shirt-waists, with 
soft slouch hats, The stockings were 
brown, with high top shoes and broad, 
low heels. Grandmothers were there, 
who wore overalls, and who seemed to 
enjoy their new costumes. . Excellent 
food is provided and served cafeteria 
style, the occupants of each cottage 
being assigned dining-room duty each 
day as their turn comes. There are 
many interesting “hikes” for those 
who can walk and get close to nature’s 
heart, studying the ferns and the flow- 
ers, the trees and the birds. There 
was a “nature study” lady who guided 
in all this, and threw much light on 
how to observe things. 

There were some snakes, and some 
state laws that were printed and post- 
ed on the trees. A fine of $25 is im- 
posed on anyone who kills a king- 
snake, because the king-snake kills 
the rattlers. The same fine is im- 
posed if anyone kills a gopher snake, 
because the gopher-snake swallows 
Mr. Gopher whole, and rids the earth 
of a big pest. One day, as I sat in my 
cottage, I noticed one of these small 
gopher-snakes sunning himself on a 
rock underneath the next cottage. They 
say they are harmless, except to go- 
phers.

that a person can take while on these 
mountain heights, but no one is al- 
lowed to go alone, for fear of becom- 
ing lost, and thereby suffering trouble 
and danger. One woman separated her- 
self from the party of hikers for a 
short time, thinking to rejoin them 
later on. She took the wrong trail 
and became hopelessly lost for that 
entire day. She traveled twenty miles 
endeavoring to find her way back to 
camp—uphill, down dale, thru under- 
brush, over streams, climbing rocky

Unusual Recipes From Ames 


The extension department of the Iowa 
Agricultural College, at Ames, furnishes 
the following unusual recipes: 

Whole Wheat Ginger Bread—-Take one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, one and one-half 
teaspoonfuls of soda, one tablespoonful of 
ginger, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, two 
and one-half cups of whole wheat or fine 
graham flour, four tablespoonfuls of cook- 
ing fat, one cup of molasses, one cup of 
sour milk. Sift together all dry ingredi- 
ents; melt fat; add molasses and sour 
milk. Add other ingredients, and bake in 
sheets in moderate oven for thirty min- 
utes. 

Scalloped Fruit With Rice—Take three- 
fourths cup of rice, one-half cup of apple 
juice from cooked apples, one cup of 
cooked, sliced apples, two eggs, one- 
fourth cup of sugar, and nutmeg. Cook 
rice in salted boiling water and drain. 
Beat the whites and yolks of the eggs 
separately; add two tablespoonfuls of su- 
gar to the apple juice, heat and pour over 
the beaten egg yolks; cook until ‘it thick- 
ens, and add one-half of the cooked rice. 
Place mixture in bottom of baking dish 
and cover with the cooked apples; add 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar to the beaten 
whites of the eggs, season with nutmeg, 
and fold in the remainder of the cooked 
rice, Pile on top of the apples; bake in a 
moderate oven until the top is well 
browned. 

Batter Pudding—Any kind of fruit may 
be used with this pudding. If apples are 
desired, pare and chop. Make a batter 
of two cups of flour, one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, four and one-half teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, and one cup of milk. 
*ut fruit in pan, sprinkle with one-fourth 
cup of sugar, one-half teaspoonful of cin- 





namon, and pour the batter over and bake 
until the apples are soft Serve with 
lemon sauce. 

Oatmeal Bread—Take two cups of bread 
sponge, one cup of boiilng water, one cup 
of raisins, one teaspoonful of salt, two 
cups of rolled oats, one-half cup of mo- 
lasses, one tablespoonful of fat, flour. 
Pour hot water over the oatmeal, in mix- 
ing bowl]; let stand until nearly cold; add 
sponge, beat well, then add other ingredi- 
ents. Add flour to make a stiff dough; 
knead until smooth and elastic. Let rise 
until it doubles in size, mold into loaves, 
let rise again, and bake one hour. 





Flat Rolls 


We saw a new wrinkle in rolls the 
other day. Instead of serving them in the 
usual shapes, a hostess brought out most 
delicious rolls that were flat in shape. 
Her method of making was to shape 
miniature loaves, using the same amount 
of dough as for a small roll. These she 
packed very closely into a bread pan, 
about four by eight inches, making them 
rise up instead of flattening out. She 
greased one side of each roll, to prevent 
them from sticking together. When the 
pan of rolls was turned out, it looked like 
a single loaf of bread, but a touch sepa- 
rated the loaf into warm slices, just the 
right thickness for spreading. If any are 
left, there is less waste cutting when cold 
than in the ordinary shape. We packed 
fourteen in an eight-inch pan. Sweet 
rusks and raisin bread would be very 
good in this form. 


Nut Cake 


To Hearts and Homes: 

In giving this recipe, . believe it to be 
one of the best all-around cake recipes 
it has been my good fortune to make. 
The simplicity and uniformly good results 
will appeal to every housewife. 

Nut Cake: One-half cup of butter, one 
and one-half cups of granulated sugar, 
three-fourths cup of milk, two cups of 
flour, two level teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one cup of nut meats chopped 
finely, whites of four eggs beaten dry. 
Sift flour and baking powder together 
three times; cream the butter, add the 
sugar, then, alternately, the milk and the 
flour mixture, lastly the whites of the 
eggs and the nut meats. Bake in a sheet 
in a shallow pan for thirty or forty min- 
utes. When cold, cover with the icing 
and decorate with whole nut meats. This 
is also an excellent white cake recipe 
when nuts are omitted. 

Chocolate Icing: One cup of granu- 
lated sugar, one-half ounce of chocolate, 
white of one egg beaten dry, one-half 
teaspoonful of vanilla extract, one-fourth 
cup of water. Stir the sugar, chocolate 
and water until the mixture boils; cover 
and let boil three minutes. Uncover and 
let boil till, when tested in cold water, a 
soft ball may be formed. Beat into it the 
white of egg, then beat until cold, and 
add vanilla. 

Will someone please give a recipe for 
chocolate pudding?

The result was a committee to makea 
thoro investigation of each individual 
case, and the full accomplishment for 
the time being of the reform. Along 
lines of this kind, Ezra was strong, and 
yet thirteen years afterwards word 
was taken to Shushan by visitors from 
Jerusalem that the walls were broken 
down, the gates burned with fire, and 
that the remnant of the captivity of 
the province was under great affliction 
and reproach. 

The Lord never lacks for men fit for 
the work He has to do, and in Nehe- 
miah, a native of Babylon, cupbearer 
to Artaxerxes, who is supposed by 
some to be the son of Esther, He found 
the man. When these tidings came to 
Nehemiah, he sat down and wept cer- 
tain days, and fasted, and prayed be- 
fore the God of heaven. So great was 
his grief, which apparently lasted 
from the third month of the twentieth 
year of Artaxerxes to the seventh, 
that the king .noticed it and inquired 
what was the matter, and as a result 
Nehemiah was made governor of Ju- 
dah, was given an army, was guarded 
across the desert, and given letters to 
the different satraps or subordinate 
governors of the trans-Euphrates coun- 
try, to forward him in his travels, and 
an order to the keeper of the king’s 
forest for timber for the wall of the 
city and for a palace for himself. As 
devout as Ezra in his character, pure 
in life, and equally devoted to the 
“law” which now took the place of the 
“prophets,” he was strong where Hzra 
was weak. He was a man of affairs, 
with wonderful ability, with the cour- 
age of the born soldier, the adroitness 
and knowledge of human nature of the 
experienced statesman, a. man who 
would do and dare whatever Judah re- 
quired. He was therefore the man of 
all others to rebuild the walls, to cope 
in diplomacy with the anti-Jewish gov- 
ernors of the different provinces, to 
break up the system of usuary, to en- 
force the observance of the Sabbath, 
and to compel men to do right wheth- 
er they wanted to or not, even by the 
exertion of physical force. When he 
found Jews who had married wives of 
Ashdod, Ammon and Moab, so that the 
children could not speak the Jew’s lan- 
guage plainly, he said: “And I con- 
tended with them, and cursed them, 
and smote certain of them, and 
plucked off their hair, and made them 
swear by God, saying, Ye shall not give 
your daughters unto their sons, nor 
take their daughters unto your sons, or 
for yourselves.” 

This was the kind of a governor that 
the time required, a man who could 
bring things to pass. In this lesson, 
however, we have to deal particularly 
with his prayer. We know that effi- 
cient as Nehemiah was in reforms, he 
was as efficient as a commander, and 
organizer, and a builder; and when it 
comes to prayer, he speaks the univer- 
sal language of the penitent and de- 
vout Christian. He approaches his 
Maker as the “great and terrible God” 
rather than as we have been taught to 
approach him, as “our Father,” for the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood 
of man were not nearly so clear to the 
saints of old times as they are to us; 
but while his God is great and terrible, 
He is a covenant-keeping God, a fact 
which we in these later days are too 
much inclined to overlook, a God of 
mercy, not indiscriminate mercy, but 
mercy to “them that love him and keep 
his commandments.” And here this 
ancient saint has the more nearly cor- 
rect idea. We are apt to regard the 
Almighty as a God of mercy toward all 
classes of men, wilful sinners included. 
Nehemiah limits the merey of God to 
thdse that love Him and keep His 
commandments. Like the saints in all 
ages of the world, he begins with con- 
fession—confession for himself, for his 
fathers’ house, and for the children of 
Israel.

have dealt corruptly and have not kept 
the commandments; and then, like all 
the children of God, he falls back upon 
promises.

He then pleads specifically these 
promises on behalf of himself and his 
people, “whom thou hast redeemed by 
thy great power, and by thy strong 
hand,” and especially for himself as 
one who delights “to fear thy name,” 
that he might be prospered in his pett- 
tion to the king. “O Lord, I beseech 
thee, let now thine ear be attentive to 
the prayer of thy servant, and to the 
prayer of thy servants, who delight to 
fear thy name; and prosper, I pray 
thee, thy servant thts day, and grant 
him mercy in the sight of this man.” 








And in the confidence that his prayer 
would be answered, he made his ap- 
pearance before the king, with whom 
he held the honored position of cup- 
bearer. And the Lord answered his 
prayer, and gave him favor both with 
the king and queen, who granted him 
permission to rebuild the city of his 
fathers’ sepulchres, which now lay 
waste, the gates thereof consumed with 
fire. In this record he acknowledges 
that the secret of his favor was not in 
his personal qualities nor tact, but the 
good hand of God.

Economy in Milk Distribution 


For the last two or three years most 
farmers have been selling milk to city 
dealers at a price which does not re- 


turn the cost of production, and many 
of them have quit the business. City 


dealers contend they can not afford to 
pay more, on account of the distribu- 
tion cost, which they say is about 
equal to the cost of production. Actual 
data in regard to their operating costs 
are either very limited or carefully 
concealed by the dealers. The Streator 
Dairy Company, an Illinois concern, 
has developed a distribution system 
which keeps down overhead delivery 
costs, which serves the public in an 
efficient way, and which gives them 
data on their cost in handling milk. 

With this company last year the de- 
livery cost was 12.4 cents per gallon, 
and this included every conceivable 
operating (expense. The company 
keeps a close record each month of 
the various costs in each department, 
and, with a larger volume of business, 
the manager of the company recently 
said he believed distribution costs 
could be kept even below 12 cents per 
gallon. 

Before the company entered busi- 
ness, conditions in Streator were simi- 
lar to those of thousands of other cit- 
ies. There were too many dairies for 
the size of the city, and all were strug- 
gling to keep going. Four of the larg- 
est dealers, who operated seven milk 
routes, finally organized themselves 
into a codperative concern, and turned 
all their equipment and trade over to 
the new company, headed by a compe- 
tent manager. The seven routes were 
consolidated into five heavy ones, with 
the trade of each well -grouped and 
centered. Apparatus for handling the 
milk in the most sanitary and effi- 
cient manner was installed, and the 
collections put on a ticket pay-in-ad- 
vance system, a special discount being 
allowed for cash. 

When organized, the company re- 
ceived the milk from four dairies. Now 
it gets milk from one hundred differ- 
ent farms, and it supplies 90 per cent 
of the trade in Streator. Duplication of 
routes is avoided as much as possible. 
The overhead expense of maintaining 
several wagons and drivers to supply 
trade in any one district is not neces- 
sary, and hence the distribution cost 
can be kept down to a minimum. The 
same applies to office and plant ex- 
penses. 

Dealers as a Class are clever in shift- 
ing the blame for high-priced milk for 
the consumer to the farmers. The 
real cause is their uneconomic system 
of delivery, as a whole. If they would 
get together, as the Streator milk deal- 
ers did, they could so reduce their op- 
erating costs as to make it possible to 
pay the producers a reasonable price 
for the milk without having to add 100 
per cent to the original cost of the 
product. The dealer who pays the 
farmer five or six cents a quart for 
milk, thinks he must sell it to the con- 
sumer for ten or twelve cents a quart, 
in order to make any money for him- 
self. Under the present system, this 
may be true, but it is not fair either 
to the consumer or to the producer. 

Careful data indicate that it is cost- 
ing the farmer six or seven cents a 
quart to produce his milk and get it 
to the city, under present feed and la- 
bor prices. City dealers add 100 per 
cent to this for their services, and 
then blame the farmers for the high 
price of milk. Before condemning the 
farmers, city folks should investigate 
the uneconomic distribution system of 
dealers, and then place the blame 
where it belongs. When a dealer is 
asking more than four or five cents a 
quart for handling milk, he is asking 
too much. If he can not make a profit 
with such a margin, he had better quit, 
or try to introduce some economy into 
his distribution system. 


Milk Prices in England 


Milk prices have been fixed in Eng- 
land for the coming winter. From De- 
cember to March, the producer is guar- 
anteed a price of 42 cents a gallon, 
or 10% cents a quart, from the dis- 








tributer; and the distributer is guar- 
anteed a profit of 22 cents a gallon, or 
5% cents a quart. In other words, milk 
is to sell for 64 cents a gallon, or 16 
cents a quart, to the consumer. This, 
by the way, is milk which is not bot- 
tled. Two cents a quart extra is al- 
lowed for bottling. * 

Indications are that miik in the cit- 
ies of the United States this winter 
will bring 12 to 15 cents per quart, as 
compared with 18 cents per quart in 
England. When the exceedingly high 
cost of feed is taken into consideration 
the English milk producer is faring no 
better than, if as well as the American 
milk producer. The dairymen’s har- 
vest, both in England and in this coun- 
try, will come when feed prices de- 
cline. Milk and butter prices will no 
doubt also decline, but not anywhere 


near so rapidly as prices of feed. We | 
continue to predict a rich harvest for | 


the dairyman who is still in business 
when the war ends. The entire world 
has been liquidating its dairy cattle by 
the hundreds of thousands during the 
past two years. 





New Treatment for Garget 


“Recent experiments have been car- 
ried on at the North Carolina experi- 
ment station with a view to determin- 
ing the value of formaldehyde as an 
internal remedy for udder infections. 
The cases on which it has been used 
have done remarkably well, and would 
warrant its further use,” says Doctor 
W. P. Shuler, of the department of 
veterinary medicine of the Oklahoma 
Agricultural and Mechanical College, 
at Stillwater. 

“Formaldehyde is a cheap chemical 
compound to be found in almost every 
home. It should be administered in 
double tablespdonful doses, once daily, 
in a pint of raw linseed oil. Formalde- 
hyde is an agent that is of great value 
as a disinfectant and antiseptic. It 
exerts its action on the portions of the 
body thru which it is eliminated. For 
instance, this particular drug is elim- 
inated thru the lungs, skin, kidneys 
‘and secretory glands, the udder being 
included among the last-named struc- 
tures. 

“When an ounce of formaldehyde is 
given to a cow, it can be identified in 
the milk within four hours, and per- 
sfsts for twenty-four to. thirty-six 
hours. The disease against which it is 
used usually makes its initial appear- 
ance in one or more quarters of the 
udder, the other portions of the organ 
remaining normal. The ‘affected part 
will show signs of the infiammation, 
appear to be hard and dry to the touch, 
and, by massaging it, a person can suc- 
ceed in squeezing out thru the teat 
some strimgy, ropy material, looking 
somewhat like pus. This material is 
infectious, and may be carried on the 
hands of the milker to other animals in 
the same stable, so that great dare 
must be taken in handling an animal 
so affected. 

“Conditions of this kind have al- 
ways been obstinate to treat, and in- 
asmuch as this treatment is simple, 
four or five days being sufficient to ef- 
fect a cure, it is generally welcomed 
by the veterinary profession as some- 
thing worth while.”
